This 
report was telegraphed to Lenine and 
Trotzky after the delegates sent to 
Ilrest-Litovsk had met the German 
eminisaries. There is little Informa- 
tion available as to .the details of the 
meeting- between the peace delega- 
tions, but the Bolshevik says they 
realized that any further delays would 
mean more onerous conditions and 
they would sign the treaty without 
further discussion.

London, England, March 3. — The 


British embassy- was plundered 
by 


Russian troops in command of a col- 
onel, immediately after the embassy 
staff left Petrograd, according to a 
Petrograd dispatch received by way of 
Dusseldorf and Amsterdam. 


Aonther report says that the Russian 


troops broke into the embassy whjle 
the British charge was still there and 
ignoring his protests, burned 
some 


documents and confiscated others. The 
charge, it is understood, made a. pro- 
test to Leon Trotsky, 
the Bolshevik 


foreign minister, who replied that the 
government could not be held respon- 
sible for the outrage. 


Vienna, Austria, March 3.—The staff 


of two Russian corps and three infan- 
try divisions have surrendered to the 
Austrian forces, according to an offi- 
cial statement given out at the war 
office, which reads: 


"When Chotin and Kametz-Podolsk 


(capital of the government of Polodia) 
were occupied, the staffs of two Rus- 
sian corps and three infantry divisions 
surrendered. Up to the present about 
300 guns, large quantities of munitions 
and other war materials have fallen 
into our hands."

want to fight but had to. The ofliceis

point by informing them that all of

German Lorraine, said he thought the 
Fatherland would lose the war, but 
he hoped not. He knew nothing about 
the Americans except that they were 
in the War, the German newspapers 
not printing much upon the subject, 
he said.

A piece of rock hit me 
in tho head. When I woke up some 
stretcher bearers had i,\<, hauling me 
over the shell holes.

Suspend Meatless Meal 


and Porkless Saturday 


Washington, D. C., March 3. — 


Temporary suspension of the meat- 
less meal and of tho special restric- 
tion against the use on Saturday of 
pork was announced by the food 
administration tonight as a read- 
justment of its food conservation 
program. Increased meat produc- 
tion and the necessity 
for 
still 


greater savings in wheat, it was de- 
clared, make the change advisable. 
The suspension is made effective 
for an indefinite period, and 
it 


probably will last for three months 
or longer. 


Since all restrictions 
on con- 


sumption of mutton and lamb had 
been lifted previously, the food ad- 
ministration now asks the public 
for the time being to deny itself in 
meat only beef and pork on one 
day a week—Tuesday. 
Increased 


meat consumption, food adminis- 
tration oflicials believe, will of it- 
self curtail the use of wheat and 
for the present there is no inten- 
tion to add to the restrictions al- 
ready enforced against the use of 
flour.

FRANCE STIRRED OVER 


PICHON'S REVELATION 


German Demands For Verdun 


and Toul Taken As Evidence 


Germans Sought War 


Paris, France, Saturday, March 2.

of Toul and Verdun as a guarantee 
ot" her neutrality in the war between 
Germany and Russia, has made a pro- 
found impression i-pon tho public.

Paris.—Attention has been attracted 


to the use the Germans make of the 
theater as a vehicle of propaganda hy 
a recent suggestion that the Paris the- 
aters be closed to save fuel. Fortu- 
nately this short-sighted policy has 
not been adopted. It "would have add- 
ed to the \var-worn atmosphere of the 
capital without accomplishing any good 
results. But the agitation has served 
the purpose of revealing that the al- 
lies have made no organized attempt 
to keep alive In neutral countries in- 
terest In their language, their Ide: Is, 
their literature, through their theaters 
and music, while the Germans have 
overlooked no opportunity. 


It Is not saying too much, to Insist 


that never has the theaters been so 
necessary as now to public life. For 
today, more than ever, men—soldiers 
or civilians—need the relief from the 
strain of war afforded by a relapse 
Into the realm of fantasy, a visit to 
the unreal world. 


Used in German Propaganda. 


That it is a mistake to look upon the 


theater only as a place of amusement 
is amply demonstrated by the Ger- 
mans, "who have made of it a weapon. 
Their actors, their singers, their mu- 
sicians have never been busier at home 
and abroad as since the beginning of 
the war. In neutral countries, Switz- 
erland, for instance, from the day of 
mobilization, the German actors ap- 
pearirg in Swiss theaters were re- 
lieved from the call to arms. 


Since then, In the German-Swiss can- 


tons there has been a positive ava- 
lanche of theatrical troupes and of 
choral and instrumental associations 
sent from Berlin, Vienna, Munich, 
Leipzig, Mannheim, Meiningen, hav- 
ing as conductors men like Max Eein- 
hardt, the two Strausses, Weingartner, 
Isikish, etc. 
This in addition to nu- 


merous German picture shows and 
dress exhibits with free refreshments, 
concerts and the procession of pretty 
models. For all these entertainments 
free tickets are distributed by the 
hundreds. 
The expense of renting 


halls, advertising in the papers and. by 
posters is borne by subsidies. 
The 


Germans don't espect to make any 
money. On the contrary, they spend 
much more than the receipts. The 
word goes out to "paper the house." 
In Berlin Max Eeinhardt was told: 


"Spend without counting the cost; 


when you get back we'll settle the 
bill." 


When the theaters are empty It 


makes no difference, the tour contin- 
ues. All official Germans and their 
compatriots In neutral 
cities are 


obliged by military order to go to 
these performances each nipht. When 
the troupe plays Its farewell perform- 
ance the ranking German diplomat or 
consular representative in each city 
gives a large banquet, where, so as 
to make the neutral better understand 
the meaning of "kultur," champagne Is 
given to him. 


Teutons Pay Singers' Salaries. 


A German consul sent for the direc- 


tors of the music halls of the town 
where he is stationed and told them 
that whenever they engaged German 
singers pr "turns" they would have 
to pay them only SI a day, and the 
rest of their salary, he said, no matter 
how large, would be assumed by the 
German authorities. 


That is the reason why, in the mu- 


sic halls of the big neutral city in 
question, you hear nothing spoken but 
German. 
•Chis striking illustration of the thor- 
oughness of the German propaganda 
which expends millions for musical 
and theatrical performances is in 
striking contrast to the do-nothing pol- 
icy of the allies in this respect. That 
is why Switzerland asks: "Does 
Prance scorn us, or Is she broken spir- 
ited?" 


In Russia the Germans have estab- 


lished theaters (it Pctroprrnd, Moscow, 
Riga, Miiau, Libau, Zoppot, Revel and 
Odessa. 


Emperor William and his satellites 


thoroughly understand the political In- 
fluence of the theater. 


From another point of view, any 


attempt to close the Paris theaters for 
economy In fuel or lighting would seem 
shortsighted. For the theater In the 
cities takes the place of country gath- 
erings, where several families benefit 
by the same Hglit and fire. Similarly 
the thousands of persons—audiences, 
artists and employers—gathered each 
evening In places of amusement arc 
warmed and lighted in a mass by an 
amount of coal miTch less than all these 
people 
would 
have consumed 
In

inet chosen by the premier, besides the 
two chiefs of staff ot the army and 
navy.

ter will be decided in future by the 
war council Instead of the cabinet, and 
considerable loss of time will thus be 
saved with great advantage to the suc- 
cess of military operations heretofore 
delayed, as their approval depended 
on long discussions in cabinet coun- 
cils. 


Premier Orlando recently confirmed 


In the senate his declaration in the 
house that no compromise was possible 
with those who opposed the war, as 
any attempt to weaken the resistance 
of the country amounted to treason, 
and antiwar activity exclusively bene- 
fited the enemy.

Impossible in a country like Italy "un- 
less the government were backed by 
the people.

the draft. He can join either the Canadian or British forces by going: 
'to the nearest office of the British-Canadian Recruiting Mission. There 
is » branch in every big center in the United States. Every man is 
needed now," said General W. A. White, head of British-Canadian 
Recruiting Mission in America. 
That the alien draft convention be-, conscription of any sort, he now be- 


tween Great Britain and the United comes much more liable to service 
States will intensify rather than re- 
tard British and Canadian recruit- 
ing in this country is the opinion -re- 
pressed by General W. A. White in a 
statement made public at the head- 
quarters in Chicago of Western 
Division, British-Canadian Recruit- 
ing Mission.

hugs, canker worms, moth and plant 
lice.
